SCHOOL.C COMMITTEE. 


For the first time in te ae of the. town ie our erate 
been taught exclusively by females. In, former years it was, be- 
lieved that a female could not manage our winter schools successs 
fully. But it has been found on trial that females can manage our 
schools; and it has been deemed profitable to erhploy lady *teach-. 
ers, even in our village districts. Most of our schools the past 
year bave been conducted by very able and’ successful teachers.— 
No one thing is more manifest toa frequent visitor of our schools, 
than the fact that our teachers are at work with a will. Of course 
where so many-different teachers are,,.employed, ‘we must expect 
different methods to be pursued, and diflerent degrees of success to 
be attained. It should not be forgotton either, that two schools 
may present very different Apps Tapetes und yet possess nearly 
equal excellence. 

A general interest in the welfare of our schools is felt by our 
citizens, as will be seen, by the liberal amount of money raised and 
contributed. We earnestly recommend fiberal appropriations, as — 
being necessary to keep our schools where duty demands; and to 
awe a deep and lasting interestin community. The influence 
of early instruction cannot be lover estimated. ‘The instructions. of 
the schoolroom are vety impressive. ‘They pass with us into man- 
hood and womanhood ; ; they descend with us into the vale of years ; 
they exert a controlling i influence on our,whole lives. ‘The energy 
and enterprise of New England mind, at home and abroad, is in a 
very large degree, due to the influence of common schools. Tn 
them the germs of edneation are first set. This assertion does not 
detract at all from the value of our higher schools. ‘The common 
schools are the basis on which the higher rest. ‘The cause of 
common schools cannot be advanced without the aid. of parents.— 
The teachers and committee gratefully acknowledge the sympathy 
of parents, but need more of their assistance. "To secure’ order 
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every teacher should rely on moral suasion ; but when this proves 
ineffectual, the interests of the school and of the community de- 
mand that she put furth more effective measures, and in this she 
should be tully sustained by every parent and friend. of order. In 
former reports we have urged upon the citizens, before repairing 
their school houses or building new, to. take under consideration 
the consolidation of Districts. We caution them against exercis- 
ing too much of the,Yankee disposition and overdo, We hope the 
Selectmen, and School Committee, as they are called upon. (under 
the new law) to change the bounds of districts, will bear in mind 
that they are the servants of each and every citizen, no matter how 
obscure they may be, or how much they may differ with them in- 
opinion. The benefit of adarge; majority should have its full 
weight when it does not-injure the minority.

Clark Haynes Prud’ Committee. Fall term. only of twelve 
weeks, by Miss Sarali P. Comerford. Comment is unnecessary, 
this scoocl wasa success. Instruction thorough and practical, and 
progress good. | 
DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Darius Dockham Prud. Committee. Miss Ella A. Brown, teach- 
er of summer and winter terms. She labored unceasing!v for the 
good of those committed to her care and her labors were crowned 
with success.. These. two terms were more profitable to scholars, 
and more satisfactory to the committee, than any that have been 
held in this distaict for years. "The teacher fully maintained the 

excellent reputation she has won in another port of the town, 
il DISTRICT NO, 4. 

M. L. Balantine Prud. Committee. Summer Term; Miss Liz- 
zie A. Chase teacher... This term. was highly satisfactory to all. 
She has a happy faculty of teaching scholars to govern themselves. 
The instruction was of.a most thorough character. 

4 DISTRICT NO, 5. 

Daniel 8. Clay, Prud. Committee. Summer, fall and winter 
terms; all taught by Miss Mary E. Taylor. These were fine 
terms of school with.an excellent teacher. Thoroughness of in- 
struction characterised each recitation throughout. There was-un- 
_common thoroughness in drilling the classes in ,arithmetic.. The 
class commencing written arithmetic, excelled.. This district re- 
ceived of the town $125.17, and gave the‘board for sixteen weeks. 

DISTRICT ‘NO. 6. 

David L Morrison, Prud. Com. Summer and Winter terms;— 
Miss Abbie E. Jacobs, teacher: Industry and affection on the part 
of both teacher and most of the pupils, assisted to make the school 
pleasant. Mostof the pupils made.good progress. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. v 

Summer and winter terms by Miss Carrie Durgin. \ Itis needless 
to make remarks concerning this school. lt was. no less | success- 
ful and satisfactory than have been other terms by the same teacher. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. : 

I. B. Ordway, Prud. Com... Sarah Taylor, teacher of both terms. 
The government was mild, and persuasive toa great extent. _Or- 
der fair ; not just what would. be. required, for a model school.— 
Miss T'aylor is a good scholar and the progress made was good in 
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those branches studied, especially Arithmetic, one class in mental 
was excellent. This district have purchased the building formerly 
the Academy, and have fitted up one of the most pleasant, and 
commodious school-rooms in town, which reflects much credit up- 
on those citizens for the interest they manifest in the comfort and 
welfare of the children of this district.
